1 . This office action is intended to correct the claim rejection numbering of the previous office action. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the 
invention to which the claims are directed. It should be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, 
preferably from two to seven words. See 37 CFR 1 .72(a). 

3. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim is unclear. Are the plural paths part of the mobile unit (not in the claim) ? 

If the mobile unit is not part of the relay the claim might require restriction. 

The comparator does not appear to provide an output and is considered surplusage. 



4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine grounded in 
public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise 
extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple 
assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 
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F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); 
In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorlngton, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed temiinal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to overcome 
an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground provided the 
conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this application. See 37 
CFR 1.130(b), 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal disclaimer. 
A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

5. Claim 4 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over claims 1-11 of U. 

5, Patent No. 6446761 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already 
granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the patent and is covered 
by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming common subject matter, as follows: The 
two different paths are claimed. As stated above, the comparator provides no output. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1-16 of U.S. Patent No. 6446761 in view of Kallander et al (5603080). 
US Patent 6446761 does not claim the relay unit as mobile. 

Kallander et al teaches that for a closed environment (building including elevators) it is 
advantageous to provide a mobile unit 422 as the relay between ports when communication between 
ports is substantially closed off. 

Thus, to utilize a mobile init as the repeater in a closed environment would have been an obvious 
engineering design choice to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Tang, 
Fried, Knapp are cited to illustrate similar wireless communication systems for elevators.
